its air strength, 659 airplanes pa- 
raded in formation over Chicago's 


lake front today while thousands 
viewed the spectacle. 

Michigan boulevard skyscrapers 
emptied their offices of thousands as 
the planes appeared from the north, 
where the aerial procession had 
formed after a wide circular move- 
ment from the five airports in 
which they had concentrated yes- 
terday from Dayton. 

Roofs and office windows were 
dotted with “Snlookers,- and traffic 
in Grant Park stood still as a mass 
of spectators poured over the 
green turf to the edge of Lake 
Michigan and gazed skyward. 

Overhead the sun shone in a 
bright blue sky that was reflect- 
ed in a deeper blue lake. 

Maj. Davenport Johnson of Gal- 
veston led the procession with the 
Third Attack Group of 70 planes 
from Fort Crockett. 

Following the attack group was 
the second bombardment group 
from Langley Field, Virginia, fly- 
ing lower than the leaders, about 
800 feet from the eurth and a 
quarter mile out over the lake. 
The droning bombers flew in col- 
umns of three, 50 to 60 in each 
group. 

Speedboats on Lake. 

Speedboats darted over the lake 
and amphibians zoomed low over 
the water to be ready for instant 
rescue in event of any mishap. The 
air was bumpy, and the planes 
moved in loose formation, spaced 
widely, and with bornbers, attack- 
ers, pursuit planes separated.

L. J. Mulligan, a State bank ex- 
aminer, was used as a witness to 
identify many exhibits, including 
correspondence between Brunk and 
the office representative of the 
bank, and bank records. 

Shomage in Stephens’ Term. 

The defense seemingly gained a 
point on the cross examination of 
Mulligan by John G. Madden, 
Brunk’s attorney, who, over the 
objection of Representative Carter 
of the House managers, was per- 
mitted to go into the question of 
discrepancies in- interest payments 
prior to the Brunk @dminhistration 
of the Treasurer's office. 

Mulligan first testified that an 
examination of the Treasurer's of- 
fice showed that about two-thirds 
of the State depositories did not 
nmfake correct interest returns to 
Brunk, some of them making over- 
payments and some under-pay- 
ments. When he started to go into 
the record of Brunk’s predecessor, 
C. Eugene Stephens, Carter object- 
ed and was sustained by the Senate, 
which immediately afterward re- 
versed its ruling with the stipula- 
tion that the examination should 
extend only to interest payments 
from the Bank of Aurora to 
Stephens.

WASHINGTON, May 21. — The 
North American Co., the gigantic 
utility system which controls the 
Union Blectric Light and Power 
co. of Missouri, also owns 35 per 
cent of the City Utilities Co., the 
holding company controlling the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. and 
owaing the People’s Motorbus Co. 

This information has been given 
‘o the Federal Trade Commission 
by Kk. A. Lundvall, commission 
economist, who related how the 
North American had joined with 
the Newman-Saunders Co, in 1924 
to reorganize the old United Rail- 
ways. . : 
Despite the arrangement with 
Newman and Saunders, the North 
American, which had $8,073,877 
worth of the old United securities, 
took a net loss of $4,476,222 at the 
reorganization of the street car 
companies. The principal loss was 
on 184,010 shares of United Rail- 
ways common with a par value of 
$4,599,726, which weré acquired in 
i905. The old common stock was 
wiped out by the reorganization. 

Had 63,232 Shares. 

The holdings of the North 
American in City Utilities on Dec. 
Si, 1929, Lundvall testified, 
amounted to 63,232 shares of com- 
mon stock, of which 37,500 shares 
were bought in September, 1924, at 
820 a share, and 25,732 shares 
pought in 1926 at $17.85 a share. 
Lundvall said that the books of 
“ity Utilities were not available to 
him when he made the investiga- 
tion, but he declared without ex- 
planation that the North Américan 
now holds $5 per cent of the com- 
ion stock. No dividends have 
been declared by the company, he 
said. 

The only direct interest the North 
American had in the 8t. Louls Pub- 
lic Service Co., on Dec. 31, 1929, he 
said, were 100 shates of cOmmon 
stock, 55 shares of preferred and 
$356,125 worth of the company’s 
five-year 6 per cént notes, costing 
$293,889. 

Lundvall also testified that the 
North American Co., during the 
years 1925 to 1929, inclusive, had 
made an average profit of 15 per 
cent on its holdings in the St. Louis 
County Gas Co., which supplies 
36,977 consumers in the county. 
The North American bought the 
County Gas Co. from the Laclede 
(jas Co. 25 years ago when legal 
restrictiong prevented the Laclede 
from operating in the county. 

A Profit of $119,000. . 

The Laclede company organized 
the county company in 1903 with 
a capital stock of $10,000. The 
North American bought control of 
the county company in 1905-1906 
for $300,000 and reorganized it in 
1912. At that time it issued to 
itself $500,000 worth Of common 
stock and retained $700,000 worth 
In .April, 
1927, it sold the bonds at 97, mak- 
ing @ profit of $119,000. The North 
American plowed back much of the 
earnings of the county company, 
and by additional investments in 
the capital stock of the company, 
it increased the value of its hold- 
ings to $3,240,678 in 1929. Divle 
dends paid to the North American 
were 8 per cent in 1920, 10 per cent 
in 1921 and 1922 and 12 per cent 
thereafter. 

The earnings on investments in 
capital stock and reinvested sur- 
plus for five years were as follows: 
1925, 18.6 per cent; 1926, 16.4 per 
cent; 1927, 15.6 per cent; 1928, 13.9 
per cent; 1929, 13.8 per cent. The 
reinvested surplus, or earnings 
plowed back into the company, in- 
creased from $461,493 in 1920 to 
$990,578 in 1929, 

The North American's invest- 
ment in capital stock increased 
from $700,000 in 1920 to $2,250,- 
000 in 1929. _ Lundvall testified 
that this increase had resulted from 
advances to the county company 
by the holding company.

93,000,000 BONDS 


Creditors to Be Asked to 
Take Them for Claims 
and $1,049,000 Will Be 
Offered Public. 


Stockholders of the National Ex- 
hibition Co., owner of The Arena, 
5700 Oakland avenue, authorized 
yesterday the issuance of $3,000,- 
000 in 6 per cent income bonds for 
a refinancing of the business.

Brinkman announced that cred- 
itors and holders of preferred 
stock would be asked to take $1,- 
497,000 of the bonds in exchange 
for their present claims. Included 
woulda be the following: Fifteen 
well-known men who indorsed per- 
sonal notes at six banks to raise 
a cash advance of $600,000 toward 
cost of building The Arena; con- 
tractors and Bthers to whom $210,- 
000 is owed, and holders of the 
$687,000 preferred stock. Brink- 
man is one of those who indorsed 
notes, obligating himself for $100,- 
000. None of the ordinary cred- 
itors was at the meeting, Brink-

In addition, {t is proposed to sell 
$1,049,000 of bonds, whenever the 
state of the bond market becomes 
more favorable, t6 raise cash for 
retirement of the $699,000 still out- 
Standing in first mortgage bonds 
and the $3.0,000 in debentures. 
Brinkman holds the debentures. 
The $699,000 mortgage bonds are 
held by the Anco Invéstment Co., 
& corporation affiliated with the 
suspended brokerage firm of Lo- 
renzo EB. Anderson & Co. Ander- 
son's bought the $750,000 mort- 
gage bond issue outright, but $61,-

Caulfield, which 
would have disclosed the discrep- 
ancies in the State's account with 
the bank. 

The “Dear Magnus” letter was 
written Aug. 11, 1927, at a time 
when Brunk, because of lack of 
monéy, was thinking of withdraw- 
ing from the race for nomination 
as Treasurer. At the period Brunk 
was heavily indebted to the bank 
and hig letter was in reply to one 
in Which apparently Easley had 
complained of an overdraft due 
from Brunk. One of the principal 
purposes in introducing the letter 
was to show the close personal as- 
sociation of Brunk and the officers 
of the bank, and, according to the 
theory of the managers, Brunk’s 
willingness to co-qperate with Eas- 
ley. 

In part the letter follows: 

“Dear Magnus: You mention 
that I may have it figured out 
where I am going to land in this 
campaign. Since getting your let- 
ter I havé about decided that ‘t is 
out of the question to go on through 
as a candidate for State Treasurer. 
I have talked it over with the 
Governor and advised him that I 
thought I would be forced to with- 
draw from the race within the next 
few days, owing. to my financial 
condition.

Fight to Bar Letter Likely. 

The letter by Easley to Adams 

was written May 16, 1930, 


about 10 days after Mulligan, act- 
ing under special assignment to the 
Governor, had written to the Bank 
of Aurora directing it to send to 
the Governor a true statement of 
account, showing the amount of 
State funds on deposit and the 
interest payments which had been 
made to the State. Adams was at 
the Dixon Hotel in Kansas City 
and Easley was in Aurora.

He sain 
that at that time Brunk had a 
memorandum showing the balance 
due on each note, and that the bal- 
ances -corresponded with the 
amount the bank’s records showed 
to bé due. 


Defense Denies Guilty Knowledge. 


Brunk’s. defense is a complete 
denial of. knowledge of the 
“Brunk rent account” or of the 
fact that interest due the State had 
been diverted. Thé House mana- 
Bers contend that the fact that 
Brunk had a memorandum show- 
ing the correct balances, which 
were the balanced due after giv- 
ing credit for the amounts paid on 
them from State interest money, 
was proof of knowledge. 

Both Cahill and Robison testified 
to conferences in the Governor’s 
offices attended by Brunk just be- 
fore Brunk’s suspension by the Gov- 
ernor last October. Brunk was 
confronted with the evidence of 
intereat defalcations at the bank 
of Aurora, The witnesses testified 
that Brunk grew pale, then flushed 
and was excited.

On direct eéxamination Cahill

ASKED TO RECALL

Removal From St. Louis 
District _c“ International 
Representative Requested 
by Contractors. 


A request that Orville E. Jen- 


nings, international union repre- 
sentative, be removed from the Bt. 
Louis district “as the one possible 
way to correct existing conditions,” 
was made in writing today to the 
Executive Council, International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, 
by the Associated Electrical Con- 
tractors. 

The letter, signed by J. J. 
O'Mara, secretary of the associa- 
tion, was sent to Washington, 
where the International Executive 
Council will be in session in a few 
days. The contractors offer to 
pay the expenses of a committee 
which they request be sent to St. 
Louis to investigate ‘conditions. 
They ask that the committee be 
composed of members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee only, eliminat- 
ing certain international officers, 
who are named in the letter. 

“Unless existing conditions are 
changed the ‘open shop’ is almost 
certain to result in the electrical 
industry in St. Louis,” the letter 
states. “In the opinion of many 
persons, including friends ef union 
electricians, the one possible way 
to correct the condition is the re- 
moval of O. E. Jennings to some 
other district. 

“Tocal Under Martial Law.” 

“Because of the present unlaw- 
ful procedure and Mr. Jennings’ 
private interests, it is impossible 
to correct the abuges in the elec- 
trical industry except by his re- 
moval. Local No. 1 has been vir- 
tually under martial law for the 
last few years. The refusal of cer- 
tain international officers to per- 
mit an election of officers in the 
local union is the opening wedge 
foMopen shop conditions, and the 

ovement toward that end is gain- 
ing ground rapidly.” 

O'Mara states that the indictment 
last year of Jennings for alleged 
conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
and the expose resulting from the 
ouster proceedings against four 
electrical trades organizations “in- 
jured al] trades unions, even though 
the indictment was subsequently 
dismissed.”’

852 workers in the building trades, 
23,769 in iron and steel industries, 
17,116 in leather industries and 
11,699 in the clothing industries.

Steel Works Have | Put on Sev- 
eral Hundred New Men in 
the Last Month. 


Steel works re-employed several 
hundred men in 8st. Louis last 
month, according to the monthly 
survey of the United States Em- 
ployment Service, released today, 

Employment here was described 
as showing “satisfactory” improve- 
ment, despite a continued su} us 


of skilled and unskilled labor, which 


was attributed to the gathering of 
transient laborers in the city. 


Slight employment gains were 


noted in public utilities, drugs and 
chemicals, shoe factories, automo- 
bile assembly plants and mall order 

Railroads increased the number 
of employes for construction and 
maintenance work, and consider- 
able public and private building 
construction is under way. 

For the State, highway construc- 
tion has given employment to 12,- 
000 men for the open season, the 
survey disclosed. A seasonal reduc- 
tion had occurred in flour mills 
and packing plants. Open weather 
had drawn much unskilled labor 
into river improvement projects, 

The seasonal demand for farm 
labor was expected to grow late this 
month and in June. So far it was 
reported as somewhat below the 
monthly average.

PLANETARY THEORY 
EXPLAINED BY JEANS 


British Astronomer Says That 
Life Is Rare in the | 
Universe. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—Life 


in the universe is the exception 


rather than the rule, Sir James 
Jeans, British astronomer, told 
scientists at the Franklin Institute 


yesterday. 
Jeans and Dr. Willis R. Whit- 


ney, director of the General Elecr 
tric Co.’s research laboratory, re- 
ceived Franklin medals, considered 


|} among the highest honors con-

ferred in the United States for 
‘achievement in physical science. 


The British astronomer and Dr... 


Whitney spoke after the presenta- 
tion of the medals. 
Jeans’ theory, as given in his 
speech is that the planets were 
formed by the passage of another 


star close to the sun, A t{dal ac-) 


tion occurred, accerding to the 
theory, a long filament, of gas 
stretching out from the sun toward 
the other star. This filament then 
broke up into drops which even- 
tually became the planets and con- 
tinued revolving about the sun. 

“But stars,’’ said Sir James, “are 
very widely scattered through 
space. Three particles of dust re- 
leased in this room.would make 
this room much more crowded with 
dust than space is with the stars. 
Thus the tidal theory, in which 
two of these widely separated stars 
would have to come close together, 
suggests that the birth of planets 
is very rare, and that life, which 
must have planets upon which to 
exist, is the exception rather than 
the rule.”

Indicates Decreased Precipitation 
or Rise in Temperature, 
Observer Says. 

By the Associated Press, 
TACOMA, Wash., May 21. — 


Liewellyn Evans, superintendent of 
the Municipal Lighting System, 


said today the snout of Nisqually 
Glacier on Mount Rainier, which 
he had been studying, receded last 
winter despite the general forward 
tinovement of the ice. 

Evans said the glacier snout had 
lost 23 feet from Nov. 1, 1920, to 
the present, indicating either that 
the precipitation on Mount Rainier 
had decreased in recent years or 
that the temperature of that sec- 
tion had risen. The formation has 
receded more than half a _ mile 
since white men found it, but here- 
tofore the shrinkage has been ob- 
served only during the summer 
months, 

A river originating under’ the 
glacier supplies power for one of 
the city’s light plants.

LA FOLLETTE URGES SPECIAL 
SESSION ON EMPLOYMENT 


Says Vast Public Works Program 
Is Necessary to Prevent 
Third Bad Winter, 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 21.—A vast- 


ly expanded public works program, 
made possible by an immediate 


special session of Congress, was 
said today by Senator La Follette 
to be the sole hope of avoiding 
“the dire consequences of a third 
winter of unemployment for many 
millions of our citizens.’’ 

Speaking as chairman of the Un- 
employment and Industrial Stabili- 
zation Committee selected at the 
recent Progressive conference, the 
Wisconsin Republican based his 
conclusions on a preliminary report 
by Dr. Isador Lubin, chairman of 
the conference subcommittee on 
unemployment. 

“The Federal Government alone 
can meet the wide-spread distress 
which the report reveals,” La Fol- 
lette said. “At the present rate of 
industrial revival thd number of 
unemployed to be provided for dur- 
ing the coming winter bids fair to 
remain close to the 6,000,000 found 
by the Census Bureau in its enu- 
meration of last January. 

The Senator said the _ report 
showed little or no evidence that 
the remainder of 1931 would bring 
sufficient improvement. 


100,000 IN FRANCE ON STRIKE 


43,000 Belgian Textile Workers 
Want Say in Wage Parley. 


By the Associated Press. 
LILLE; France, May 21.—More 


than 100,000. textile workers, in- 
cluding 43,000 Belgians, were on 
strike today in this region over 
wage difficulties. Empty factories 
were guarded but there was no 
violence. 

Employes at Roubaix and Tour- 
coing, on.the Franco-Belgian fron- 
tier, have asked the Minister of 
Labor to reopen the wage negotia- 
tions inasmuch as Belgian workers 
were not represented in the former 
parleys which ended in a strike. 
The Belgians, who normally cross 
the frontier daily for work, are not 
affected by French social insurgnce 
which is deducted from wages and 
is one of the principal causes of 
the walkout.

M. J. McDonough, A. F. L. 
Officer, Favors No Re- 
duction in the Hourly 
Wage Scale, However. 


MORE BUILDING 
NEEDED, HE SAYS 


Thinks Until Construction 


Increases There Will Be | 


No General Revival of 


Shorter working hours and no 
reduction in the hourly wage scale 
is advocated by M. J. McDonough, 
president of the Building Trades 
Department of the American Fed- 


eration of Labor, as part of the 
remedy for unemployment and 
business depression. 

McDonough, a former member of 
the California State Legislature, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day that “the building industry is 
the. barometer of prosperity, and 
the barometer is still down. 

“The building industry affects 
the banker, the manufacturer, the 
real estate operator, the insurance 
man and others, in addition to the 
mechanic,” McDonough said. ‘‘Un- 
til building increases, there will be 
no general revival of business.” 

“How can building be stimu- 
lated ?’’ 

“Through governmental and mu- 
nicipg! building programs, and by 
individuals and corpprations with 
money in the bank spending it for 
building,”’ McDonough replied. 
“The price of materials is some- 
what cheaper than it was, and, al- 


though the hourly wage scale of | 


labor has not been reduced, the/| 

contractor who has a job now can | 

pick his mechanics, and therefore 

gets better labor for his dollar.” 
For Five-Day Week. 

With reference to shorter work- 
ing periods, McDonough said his 
department would be “satisfied if 
all of the 1,000,000 union building 
mechanics inthe United States 
were working three days a week.” 

“I believe the 44-hour week will 
never return in the construction 
industry,” McDonough = asserted. 
“There is only one solution to un- 
employment under present condi- 
tions—shorter working hours, 
Even in times of prosperity I be- 
lieve the five-day week is advis- 
able.’”’ 

McDonough estimates that 50 per 
cent of the union building mechan- 
ics are unemployed. 

“Some well meaning people be- 
lieve that labor should reduce 
wages,” McDonough continued. “It 
is our belief that a reduction in 
pay tomorrow would not initiate 
one building project. The only ef- 
fect, as we see it, would be to re- 
duce the purchasing power of those 
bread winners now employed, That 
does not appear to us to be the 
way back to prosperity.” 

McDonough last night addressed 
the St. Louis Building Trades 
Council on the necessity of har- 
mony between crafts at this critical 
period. The Building Trades De- 
partment is forming a joint confer- 
ence board, including both con- 
tractors and union representatives, 
to arbitrate jurisdictional disputes 
between crafts. 


Hugh Bancroft Recommends Pay 
Cats to Restore Prosperity. 
By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, “May 
Hugh Bancroft, publisher of the 
Wall Street Journal, today advo- 
cated an immediate downward re- 
vision of wage scales to restore 
prosperity and attacked industrial- 
ists and Government leaders who 
seck to maintain existing wage 
scales in the face of the present 
depression. 

Addressing members of the Phil- 
adelphia Bond Club, Bancroft de- 
clared: “The true cost of living has 
fallen 20 per cent in two years. If 
there were a general and immedi- 
ate reduction of wage scales and 
Salaries in the ratio of 15 per cent 
under the stimulus of the resultant 
reduced retail prices, business 
would revive rapidly, unemploy- 
ment would disappear, and the 
general American standard of liv- 
ing would be higher than in 1929. 

“Hiigh wages do not-make pros- 
perity,” he warned. “It is pros- 
perity thik makes high wages pos- 
sible. <A liberal wage policy in 
times of prosperity tends to pro- 
long and increase prosperity. This 
depression is going to last until the 
price that the final customer must 
pay is brought into more reasona- 
ble relationship with the price that 
the producer is receiving. Import- 
ant readjustment of wages and 
salaries are inevitable.”

AGNOSTIC IN FORUM ON RELIGION 
WITH CATHOLIC, PROTEST ANT, JEW 


Highlights of the Discussion 


Darrow Says There Is No 
Evidence: of Order in 
“World — Beliefs, Once 
Definite, Today Only 
‘‘Thin, Beautiful Sen- 
tences” — Dr. J. A. Lapp 
Asserts Doctrine of ‘‘Love 
God, Love Your Neigh- 
bor” Reaches All Men.

LARENCE ‘DARROW'S reli- 
gious foruin, in which the noted 
Chicago lawyer attacks religion 
and churchmen uphold it, went 
over big at the Odeon last night 
All the 2000 seats, and two rows 
of extra seats on the stage, were 
sold at prices from $1 to $2.50, 
and many were turned away. 
Darrow’s business manager, 
George Whitehead, made the ar- 
rangements for the forum, which 
followed the plan of other such 
programs given by Darrow, the 
past season, in 20 cities, chiefly 
in the South. In each place, speak- 
ers are engaged to presentthe re- 
ligious viewpoint, and receive what 
one of last nigit’s speakers de- 
scribed as ‘‘a modest honorarium.”

THE SHAKING TARIFF WALLS. 

Germany and Austria, by their proposed customs 
union, have set off a bomb which has not only jarred 
all Europe but has shaken the ‘foundations of the 
Chinese walls of tariff which the nations have been 
so busy building. : . 

The European nations, especially France, are so full 
of fears and suspicions that the slightest move on the 
part of one of them to gain some improvement in 


: 


Leconomic conditions assumes the guise of a menace. 


This is particularly true of moves by the conquered 
nations. The faintest indication that a link in the 
chain that binds Germany, Austria and Hungary is 
loosening throws the Allies into a fit of consternation. 
So the Austro-Germar customs union is to be taken 
before The Hague court for trial, to discover if there 
is a shadow of violation of international agreements 
or a conspiracy in this effort to stimulate trade be- 
tween the two countries. 

Yet it is manifest that all Europe must come to 
the plan of Germany and Austria to break down tariff 
barriers, or suffer economic ruin. This was predicted 
by Arthur Henderson, British Foreign Secretary, in 
plain, blunt language in a speech before the Pan- 
European Commission, meeting in Geneva to adopt 
some method by which Europe may be saved from 
economic disaster. He did not mince words. He 
told the commission that the tariff walls between 
European nations must be abolished or reduced or 
the people of Europe, now facing starvation, largely 
on account of them, would actually suffer starvation. 
Mr. Henderson said he agreed with President Hoover 
that disarmament would be a great contribution to 
peace and economic stability. But he added: 

Tariff walls are the worst sinners against eco 
nomic welfare. They are barriers to prosperity. 
Because of them creditor nations demand gold, 
of which there is none, instead of goods, of which 
there is abundance. 

The debtor must be allowed to sell his goods if 
he is to pay his debts. This tariff system is un- 
dermining the very foundation of our economic 
structure. 

The waters of credit which should inundate 
the European plains are dammed up in unpro- 
ductive reservoirs. 

All this is so true that argument seems superflu- 
ous. Trade is the life of the individual, the life of 
the community, the life of nations. The folly of block- 
ing the free exchange of goods is so manifest that it 
would seem that “the wayfaring man, though a fool, 
could not err therein.” The world is full of fools so 
blinded by short-sighted greed that they cannot see 
the disastrous folly of killing international trade to 
increase the temporary profits of favored manufac- 
turers in their own country. The high-tariff folly is 
Like that of the misguided boy 
who refuses to learn his lesson, it has to be beaten 
out of its victims. They have to suffer drastic pun- 
ishment before they can learn the lesson. The civ- 
ilized world is going through the worst sort of suf- 
fering now. All Europe is suffering. America is suf- 
fering. Great Britain, which grew enormously rich 
through international trade, is suffering now from 
the folly of others, and is seriously thinking of tom- 
mitting the same folly by building her own tariff 
wall. ' ‘ 

Mr. Henderson warned the commission that we 
have about reached the end of the rope and face bit- 
ter disaster if we do not mend our ways. We must 
look beyond our own national boundaries and realize 
that no nation can flourish on the ruin of other na- 
tions. This is particularly true of the United States, 
which has a surplus of money, a surplus of commodi- 
ties and is capable of production far beyond our do- 
mestic needs. It is true of all the nations. 

Our whole economic order is threatened by obstruc- 
tion of trade and destruction of credits. If ita com- 
plete ruin, with worse suffering, is to be averted, we 
must, as Mr. Henderson says, adopt a common plan 
and act together to save the structure. The delusion 
that the high protective tariff is a panacea is van- 
ishing. There is hope that the tariff wall will join 
its Chinese prototype as a relic of the dead past. The 
sooner the better.

John Paladin boxed three rounds of a 
ontest for a basket of groceries, and 
then the judges failed to agree in de- 
claring a winner. The referee ordered 
a fourth round. Paladin emerged the 
sinner, but the effort cost him his life. 
lie died next morning. 

it may never be known what blow 
cuused the death of this amateur boxer, 
but it is reasonable to assume that had 
he not been forced to fight the extra 
round required of him by the officials, 
he might not now be dead. 

John Paladin worked at an oecupation 
that paid him $10 to $12 a week, de- 
vending upon the number of hours he 
put tn. He attended classes at night. 
lle wanted to be a boxer, though his 
mother opposed the idea: she did not 
vive her consent, nor did she know that 
John was going to box in competition, 
and he wanted to surprise her when he 
brought home the basket of groceries 
that was so much needed by the family. 

John Paladin’s death probably will be 
soon forgotten by those who saw him in 
his last struggle, but the lesson it teaches 
should not be. Expert supervision of 
training, physical fitness determined, 
consent of parents and enforcement of 
rules by competent officials, will elim- 
inate some of the dangerous practices of 
amateur boxing promotion and minimize 
the possibilities of such tragic results as 
happened in the death of John Paladin.

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GOLDEN BIRTHDAY FOR THE RED CROSS. 

Without warning the earth heaves under a million 
people and a city falls in burning ruin. In the night 
an ocean hurricane drives a wall of water on shore, 
sweeping before it the dwellings of thousands. 
Throughout the summer a hot sun burns down on a 
parched countryside, withering crops that should have 
grown and leaving the land without a living. Weeks 
of rain fill the Father of Waters to overflowing and 
with an obliterating flood, it spreads as far as eye 
can see. A‘ tornado cuts a swath of destruction 
across a dozen states, human suffering and hardship 
in its wake. But whatever the disaster, before the 
setting sun or the dawning of a new day, relief has 
begun. The Red Cross is at work. Today over the 
United States a far-flung network of more than 3500 
chapters is commemorating the organization’s fiftieth 
birthday. Thus, the American Red Cross is not an 
organization in the true sense, but a cross section of 
the finest in the nation. It is one of the ways in 
which the world is getting better. 
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DECLINE OF OUR FOREIGN POPULATION. 
After 10 years or more of warm debate over immi- 
gration, the problem how seems to be settling itself. 
The last Congress failed to pass the drastic restric- 
tive bills offered, but events now have turned the 
flow of immigration into an ebb tide without legisla- 
tion. In March, for instanee, 16,344 aliens entered 
the country and 17,444 departed, a loss of 1100. De- 
portations accounted for part of the increased outgo, 
but voluntary departures were a larger total. Our 
consuls abroad now examine would-be immigrants and 
have withheld visas of many who might become pub- 
lic charges, but the fact that America in depression 
is no longer the “land of promise” has deterred more 
from migrating. This year’s immigration total proba- 
bly will be the lowest on record. The decline, how- 
ever, has been going on for years. 

How this has affected Missouri may be seen in the 
1930 census figures just issued. In 1920 the State 
had @ foreign-born white population of 186,026: in 
1930 this had fallen to 149,390. Native whites of for- 
eign or mixed parentage totaled 502,082 in 1920, and 
473,169 last year. Of the second generation descend- 
ed from foreign stock almost half, or 220,649, were 
German in 1930, but persons born in that country had 
decreased to 42,276, as against 66,776 in 1920. In‘all 
foreign groups the second generation figure exceeds 
that for the first by several hundred per cent, indicat- 
ing how immigration has declined and how our for- 
eign-born are establishing homes and families. 

The figures for St. Louts foreign-born are of inter- 
est. The German group, 22,315, is the largest, a de

With a reduced number of immigrants, as all these 
figures show, the processes of Americanization take 
place more rapidly.’ This country owes much to those 
who have voyaged across the seas to find homes here, 
The statistics indicate that they are becoming ac 
quainted with our institutions more quickly than in 
the days when passenger ships. poured a ‘steady 
stream into the foreign colonies of American cities. 
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“DAMNED OUTRAGES” AND THEIR PREVENTION. 

As long as the appointment of condemnation com- 
missions remains a political plum, we shall have 
such “damned outrages,” in the phrase of Comptroller 
Nolte, as the Hall’s Ferry-Goodfellow traffic circle 
affair. The Circuit Judges, themselves in politics, 
would be less than human if they did not parcel 
out commissionerships to their supporters. That is 
what they have done and that is what they will con- 
tinue to do unless the system is changed. 

Comptroller Nolte and City Counselor Muench, as 
well as every disinterested student of condemnation 
processes, know that ‘St. Louis needs a permanent 
condemnation commission, to be composed of well 
paid experts who will devote all their time to the work. 
Such a commission would not have made the error 
of awarding young Mr. Hartmann’s clients $2 a 
square foot for land that cost from one-twelfth to 
one-tenth that much. Nur would it have been guilty 
of the incredible performance we have witnessed 
in connection with the widening of Lindell boule- 
vard between Grand and Channing. For 11 years 
the city has been attempting to eliminate this bottle- 
neck. Four commissions have sat on the case. The 
third commission’s report was thrown out at the 
request of the city last December on the ground 
that it was slipshod and unjust. The fourth com- 
mission’s report was recently rejected by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment because the awards 
to property owners were considered much too high. 

These two cases are conspicuous as showing the 
inefficiency and poor judgment of commissioners, 
but there are numerous other reasons why the pres 
ent system should be scrapped. Commissioners are 
paid $5 for each meeting of two hours or more 
and it is, therefore, to their interest to prolong 
hearings on projects as long as possible. Usually, 
hundreds of meetings are held before a report is 
drawn up.. The palm in this particular goes to 
the commissioners sitting on the River des Peres 
project, who, as of March 1, 1931, had met 925 times. 
Unless, indeed, it should be awarded to the commis- 
sioners on the Eighteenth street (Walnut to Chest- 
nut) project, who have met 114 times, though only 
three parcels of property are involved. As of March l, 
1931, Market street._commissioners had met 642 times, 
Morgan street commissioners 805 times, South Twelfth- 
Gravois commissioners 484 times. Each of the 40-odd 
commissions has it own standards of assessing bene- 
fits and awarding damages, which results in much 
confusion and considerable injustice. There have 
been instances where benefit districts have over- 
lapped, persons in one neighborhood being charged 
for two major projects, because of lack of co-ordina- 
tion among the many commissions. 

Believing that the underlying principle of the St. 
Louis system of financing public projects is sound, 
we have frequently urged improvement in its ad- 
ministration, particularly in the matter of a perma- 
nent condemnation commission. After the Lindell 
bottleneck fiasco and the traffic circle outrage, we 
believe there is no longer any doubt as to its de- 
sirability. 
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MISSOURI AND MABEL. 

Missouri has done the girl wrong. Fancy a state 
like ours, with a background of romance and tradi- 
tions of chivalry second to none—fancy such a state 
shaking a fist at Mabel Walker Willebrandt and 
warning her to cross our threshold at her peril. Alas, 
it is not fancy; it is the bitter fact. And accepting 
the ultimatum in the spirit in which it has been 
spoken, Mabel has counseled her client to shun Mis- | 
souri. 

Time was, perhaps, when a good many communities | 
would have liked to pile high the fagots for Mabel. 
When the lady swept across the terrain in 1928, dis- 
tributing rhetorical pineapples to all the dry brethren, 
it did seem as if Shakspeare had hit her off with his 
“woman, thy name is dynamite.” But the Mabel of 
now isn’t even a distant relative of the lady of then. 
Hers is an illuminating, radiant penitence. She who 
was consecrated to the destruction of joy is now en- 
gaged in the pretty mission of making life as toler- 
able as may be under the reign of intolerance. A 
philosophy as forbidding as Medusa’s bob is now as 
glorious as the locks that Titian loved to paint. 
Mourning Cassandra has become an Ariel of silvery 
laughter, a winsome goddess of the grape, chanting 
the ritual of merriment. 

We'll have to do something about this yellow-fanged 
law of ours that biteth like the adder. We'll simply 
have to make Missouri safe for Mabel. 
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DEATH BY DEPORTATION. 

If Tao Hauan Li returns to Cfiina, as the immigra- 
tion service has ordered, he will join his ancestors 
in their tombs sooner than he had bargained for. Our 
Government views Li as a dangerous man, for books 
by Lenin were found in his room on his arrest for 
preaching communism last winter. The Chinese Gov- 
ernment views all communists as dangerous men, and 
last month 1800 “red” soldiers were executed in a 
single day’s orgy of. decapitations. That is the fate 
doubtless awaiting Li, who says he is ready to sail 
for any other country, at his own expense, if this 
country doesn’t want him. But the immigration 
authorities insist on China. , 

America once prided herself on being a refuge for 
the politically persecuted, but seemingly all that has 
changed. We do not hesitate to return anti-Fascists 
to Italy, “whites” to Russia and communists to China, 
where death or prison awaits them. Li is a Boxer 
indemnity student at New York University, holding 
a scholarship set up to foster good will between this 
country and China. Just before a demonstration last 
Friday, in which police clubbed sympathizers of his, 
Li's lawyers obtained an appeal, and the case now 
goes to Washington. Here is a chance for the im- 
migration service to answer its many critics by lift- 
ing the virtual death sentence it has imposed on this 
young Chinese. As John Dewey wrote to Secretary 
Doak, a reversal of the decree is dictated “in the 
name of justice and the American reputation for fair 
play.”

Revolutions in Banana Land 


Central American east coast is tropical. fruit. center, but civilization has made slight 
impress on many of its settlements; favorite spot of revolutionists, isolated from 
seats of authority and easy of access for arms smuggling; people are mixture of 
Indian, Negro and Spanish blood; difficult to protect foreigners in this region.

LONG the Caribbean from Colombia to 

Mexico stretches a low-lying area, gen- 

erally narrow and fringing higher hin- 
terlands. It was one of the first points on 
the mainland seen by Europeans, but it is 
still one of the world's frontier areas. West- 
ern civilization has made little impression 
upon it in the four centuries since the con- 
quest. This is Banana Land. From it came 
well over half of the total shipments of 
tropical fruits entering world markets in 
‘ (one-fourth of the world's supplies 
come from the Honduras-Nicaragua east 


Next to bananas the chief product of this 
east coast has been revolutions, lt is the 
favorite field for the operation of political 
adventurers of the five Central Amierican 
republics, and many American soldiers of 
fortune have had their careers there. 

. 2 - - 

It is a favorite stamping ground for revo. 
lutionists because it is easy of access from 
the United States, whence munitions can 
be surreptitiously shipped. Also, it is so 
isolated from the better developed and more 
thickly settled. sections on the west coast 
that there is time for revolts to gain head- 
way among the largely Indian populations 
before the governments can take effective 
measures to crush them. 

The coast is seldom broken by aettlements, 
The typical houses afe thatched huta, sel« 
dom with closed side walls. Roads are con. 
spicuous by their absence, the old Spanish 
highways have fallen into disuse, many are 
impassable because overgrown with heavy 
tropical forest. Injand through lIong 
stretches the Only breaks in the natufal 
growth are those made by scattered ‘‘set- 
tlements” by single families and small 
groups of native families. whose ‘“milpas” 
are a few acres burned over during the 
dry season and planted to bananas, beans, 


corn and yams.

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At intervals along the coast are towns 
which bear strong contrasts among them- 
selves and reflect the outside interests -vhich 
caused their founding. Near Trujillo, Hon. 
duras, a town founded by Cortez, is a

after a native revolt in Santa Lucia in 1732,

Other towns, like Trujillo itself, refject 
their Spanish origin.

Others, like those in the 
Caribbean littoral of Costa Rica, have a 
Negro population which has been imported 
by the fruit companies or has come in on 
its own initiative to do the manual labor 
on the plantations, for the white population 
of highland Costa Rica cannot stand, or at 
least does not welcome, work in the hot and 
less healthful lowland areas.

Back of the American town or at the side 
along the shores are simpler native houses, 
often on piles in the water or at the water’s 
edge, for not only the foreigner appreciates 
the sea breeze. At the plantation’s edge 
the forest begins again with its luxuriant 
growth, which seems to resent the en- 
croachment of man upon its control.

Companies 
getting out expensive cabinet woods reach 
back into régions where furniture is of 
the most primitive sort. Modern docks 
which can take large steamers at the'shore, 
or others which stretch far out into the 
sea to reach deep water which will allow 
vessels to come alongside, lie in regions 
where, save for the fruit towns, almost no 
sign of human activity shows itself. 


These are the conditions met by govern- 
ments and local populations in the latest 
American area disturbed by revolutions. 
They are so highly contrasted with those 
with which most of us are familiar that 
they make inapplicable the standards of 
action to which we are accustomed. Local 
governments cannot give to foreigners or 
to their own citizens the protection that 
exists, as a matter of course, in better set- 
tled areas. Foreign governments cannot ex. 
pect that standards of public order élse- 
where established can be maintained. Both, 
as President Cleveland once said, are “con- 
fronted by a condition, not a theory.”

Rabbi Isserman, 33 years old and 
of boyish appearance, followed the 
grizzled Darrow. who is 74. In 
contrast to Darrow’'s mild tone of 
argumentation, and to the genially 
persuasive style of the first two 
speakers, the young Rabbi spoke 
in the oratorical manner.

Edward T. Bedford, one of the last 
survivors of the pioneers who de- 
veloped the American oil industry, 
died today at Greens Farms, his 
summer home. The capitalist had 
been in ill health for about two 


years. He was 82 years old. 

A contemporary of the. Rocke- 
fellers, Charles Pratt, Henry H. 
Rogers and others in the oil indus- 
try, Bedford was associated with 
the Standard Oil Co. for many 
years. He was a director and mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee of 
the Standard Oil Co. of New Jer- 
sey from 1903 until 1911. 

He was president of the Corn 
Products Refining Co. from its 
organization as a consolidation of 
several concerns in 1906, until his 
death. He was largely responsible 
for. its development as the largest 
company of its kind in the United 
“aates and, although ill health 
fogged him to curtail his activities 
the last two years, he played an 
active part in the shaping of its 
policies. 

He was president and director of 
the Colonial Oil Co. of New Jere 
sey and a director of Bush Ter- 
minal Co., Bush Terminal Build- 
ings Co., Long Island Safe Deposit 
Co., Pattison & Sons, Inc., United 
States Merchants and Shippers In- 


surance Co.,'and a trustee of Title 
Guaranty and Trust Co. 

His two hobbies—flowers a: 
horses—won wide recognition. His 
gardens and conservatori:s on his 
vast estate, where he spent the 
summer months, attracted visitors 
from throughout the country. In 
the heyday of trotting races, De4- 
ford was recognized as one of the 
leading road drivers in the coun;

Arthur Hammerstein, 
Broke at 58, Says He 
Will Come Back in 
a Year.

NEW YORK, May. 29. 
RTHUR HAMMERSTEIN, fa- 
mous Broadway producer, who 
made $3,000,000 out of “Rose 
Marie,” walked into court recently, 
listed his liabilities at $1,649,136, 
nts blandly annouarced, “I’ve got 

. = 

It was a rather fronic coinci- 
dence that a Broadway hit of the 
moment, “America’s Sweetheart,” 
still flourishing, had for its fea- 
tured musical number a song 
called “I've Got Five Dollars.” 

There was a _ second coinci- 
dence: Arthur’s father, Oscar, the 
late operatic impressario, went 
broke at exactly his age, 58. But 
Oscar came back to win a new for- 
tune and there lies Arthur’s op- 
portunity to create a third coinci- 
dence. 

As a matter of fact, Arthur’s ac- 
tual assets amounted to $5.77. He 
tossed to hungry creditors his mag- 
nificent theater ang his $400,000 
Long Island mansion, which was 
the show place of the exclusive sec- 
tion in which it stood.. Then Mr. 
Hammerstein leaned back to ex- 
plain. 

“I'm coming back. Next season. 
The way things stand now, a good 
show isn’t enough. You have to 


jhave a smash hit or you play to 


plenty of empty seats. I’m glad 
the theater is off my hands. You 
can’t own a theater and put shows 
in it. It was just too much dead 
weight for me to carry. 

“I'm a showman. I know what 
people want and how to get them 
in. They want to go out crying. 
That’s the rule. Give them all the 
show and laughs you can, but send 
them away with tears in their eyes. 
They want romance, not realism. 
Extravaganzas aren’t necessary. 
They like a good story. Stars don’t 
count. The biggest salary in “Rose 
Marie” was $200 a week. I paid 


that to Dennis King. 
. + * 


£OW 000. became of the $3,-/ 


000,000 I made from ‘Rose 

Marie?’ Dead easy. I sunk 
$1,300,000 in the theater building. 
About $18,000 of that went for a 
bronze statue of my father for the 
lobby. I put his old opera hat in 
the corner-stone—Jimmy Walker 
did, rather. 

“All right. ‘Song of the Flame’ 
cost me a quarter millien. I1 lost 
$150,000 on ‘Wild Rose,’ and $200,- 
000 on ‘Golden Dawn.’ ‘Sweet Ade- 
line’ took me down for $100,000. 
This season I dropped $300,000 on 
‘Luana’ and ‘Ballyhoo.’ 

“That left me about $100,000 for 
incidentals after I had spent $400,- 
000 on my home.” 

‘“Ballyhoo,” Hammerstein’s last 
production, which opened this sea- 
son, starred the comedian, W. C. 
Fields, and was favorably, even en- 
thusiastically reviewed. But as 
the producer pointed out, a merely 
“good” show wasn’t enough. With 
two weeks, Hammerstein decided 
to close it. The membérs of the 
cast asked if they might take it 
over on a co-operative basis. Ham- 
merstein readily agreed and even 
gave the ambitious players free 
use of the theater. But their ef- 
forts were likewise doomed to fail-

ure and soon the show closed down 
permanently. , 

Hammerstein, who has produced 
at least one musical comedy in 
New York every year since 1912, 
took his failure lightly. 

“Now I'll have time to tinker 
around in my machine shop,” he 
said.. “You can't be a producer 
and a good machinist too. I'm an 
inventor. I’ve got a trick perfume 
bottle and an egg-boiling machine 
to my credit. My father was an 
inventor, too. He turned out a 
cigar-making machine and made 
$6000 off of it.” 

The elder Hammerstein is an al- 
most legendary figure in New York 
producing history. He was a 
shrewd aiid daring showman. In 
1911, after some unfortunate in- 
vestments, Arthur shipped his fa- 
ther to Paris. The son then sold 
the Manhattan Opera House to the 
Metropolitan and took the next 
boat to France with the proceeds, 
$1,250,000, in hig pocket.
